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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The amendment filed 2/26/01 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be 
entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and /or search. More specifically, independent claim 1 (and thus claims 2-7 dependent from 
claim 1 as claims 2-7 contains all of the limitations of claim 1) included a limitation of 
"providing a second circuit having a terminal that is coupled to a protective structure for 
nrotectinp- ap-ainst electrostatic discharges". Kurivama was applied in the Final Office Action 
mailed on 9/26/00 and was used to reject claims 1-7. Claim 1 (and thus claims 2-7) have 
now been amended to further limit the characteristics of the protective structure such that it 
"becomes conductive to dissipate electrostatic discharges" - a limitation that cannot be 
provided by Kuriyama. Accordingly, the proposed amendment raises new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search at least in order to properly determine the 
patentability of claims 2-7.
